Letter from Se De Kay.

Saturday, June 8, 1861. > 

Tlo* driving rain storms, and drenching 
mists, and bone-aching fog* that for so 
many days have been rendering a soldier’s 
life almost insupportable, disappeared last 
night, and this morning jocund dsy sits up- 
on the mountain tops, beautiful ivs when 
first revealed to Paradise. 

We are still the prey of rumors and cod- 
flirting rei>ort*. Each day brings It* new 
tiatch of storiit concerning the advance of 
tho enemy, and one relief is the benrty 
laughter produced by the dispatches and 
letters in the eastern papers concerning our 
condition and movement*, dome have it 
that we arc starving out ; others, that the 
small pox is decimating our ranks ; some 
that we have evacuated tba Ferry, and oth- 
ers yat, that wa are strongly fortified and 
possess s force of 17,000 man. 

Well, we are not starved yet. Every man 
ii camp ia fattening, and to-day the Com- 
miaaiary will receive from Richmond .550,- 
000 pounds of bacon, 50,000 pounds of 
sugar, and 65.000 pounds of eoffee. A 
walk through the Commissinry Depart- 
ment reveals immense supplies. There is 
vinegar enough to pickle Abraham and all 
his disciples. Tbe w are-house* groan with 
a superabundance of flonr. There is soap 
sufficient to wash ont even the Black Re- 
publicanism of tbe North, and a quantity 
<>f candle* quite ample to the illumination 
of our path to victory. Then there are fat- 
ted caul* on a thousand hills, and pep]>er, 
salt, and similar condiments art infinitum. 

There i* not a single case of small-pox, 
and since the troops have been stationed 
here only five deaths from disease of any 
character have occurred. We have no 
17, 0U0 men, but, then, w hat we lack in 
numbers we make up in spirit, and no H0,- 
01 10 Tanker* can ever drive us from our 
stronghold. 

The affair at Phillipf, in Barkoer county, 
has, I see, been construed into a vict< ry by 
the Northerners. It is difficult to con- 
ceive their ideas ef a triumph. The forces 
under Gen. Morris amounted to a fall bri- 
gade, while the Virginians under Cel. 
I’orterlield did DOt constituted a battalion. 
But ike dcspjnty in the lose was even 
greater than in the numbers of the con, 
tending nrmie*. We report six missing- 
nud have indubitable evidence of forty- 
-even of tbe enemy being killed and 
wounded. 

But it would he impossible to keep pace 
with the falsehood* and misrepresentations 
of tbe Northern press They have entered 
upon the struggle with the predetermined 
purpoee of accomplishing by lyiag that 
which they cannot do by force of arm*. 
They intend winning all tbe battles on 
p«;>er. Certainly they are very welcome 
to that part of the conteat; but the impar- 
tial pen of history will hereafter record 
the utter discomfiture of thees boasting, 
braggarts of Yankeedom. 

In the dearth of other news, let me give 
you another Instance of tbe lovely devo 
tion of women to our noblest and most 
glorions ef all eauaM Very recently Mrs. 
Kradhy Johnson, of Frederick, Maryland, 
wife of a leading lawyer and daughter of 
Komulou* M. kanndcra, formerly Miuister 
to Ppain. hearing that the Baltimore regi 
rueut, eiAiioned at this polntjweve not ode 
quatcly armed and equipped, determined 
to remedy the defeat, .\lone she journeyed 
to Nerth Carolina, her native Btatc, and 
there before a meeting of prominent citi- 
aens. explained the object of her mission. 
But u few words of her eloquent and plead- 
ing tongue w ere nceeeaary. Five hundred 
of the mi*! approved rifles were instantly 
supplied, beaide clothing and accoutre- 
ments of ail. descriptions. She returned 
here, and was received with the honors, 
due a worthy poman, who had aobiy ac- 
complished her patriotic mission. Bnt 
this ia not the only feat of Mrs. Johnson 
w orth recording. On her route homeward, 
while passing over the Orange and Altxan- 
drts railroad, her suspicions < woiuanlv 
and of rourae more acme,) were aronsed 
by the *7'/«.ir«n.r of a man ou the train. 
!*he inveigled the fellow into conversation, 
aod finally elicited'froa him such expres- 
sions of sympathy for the North, as to 
jn«ttfy an officer being called and au arrest 
mode. Concealed abont his person were 
f juud maps, plans and other documents. 
He proved to be a Mr. McKenzie, of Alex- 
andria, and a paid epy in the service of 
Lincoln’s Government. 

Writing thus of these noble womanly 
deeds, remiuds me of a pleasant missive 
of which i was the recipient, the other 
day. It was a genuine outburst of patriot- 
ic emotion, and its word* of cheer which 
I have read to moat of our Kentuckians— 
for it was a heart-appeal to them all, more 
stirring than any bugls rell— thanks the 
fair writer, who modestly concoaled her 
name, for her language of Inspiring elo- 
quence. It shall be treasured sacredly, 
and in the hour of battle nerve us to great- 
er daring. The twin roses and heartsease, 
enclosed with the letter of this true daugh- 
ter ol Kentucky, were redolent of home 
memeiiea, aod ihej now perfume our nar- 
row liaracks with an odor half heaveuly. 

Excuse thiv little indu’grnre in person- 
al matters, but oceasii-usliy on* must give 
vent to his gratitude, since in this world ol 
our* the soldier’s ptiuway Is not often 
strewn witk flowers, and his heart chrered 
with woman’s smiles. 

Hon. Henry A. F.dmundson has just re- 
turned from Richmond, where be h»d sev- 
eral interviews with President Davis. He 
inform* me that be never saw our gallant 
and sceonipliahod Chief Magistrate in 
“finer feather. - ’ He ia daily gaining 
strength and the whole of bis ardent until 
is cDlisted in our cause.

Bridges broken, rails torn 
up, telegraphs pulled down — I am quite in 
tbe sir, and air charged with powder aud 
Are.

The apathy which struck me at New 
York when I landed, bus been succeeded by 
violent popular cuihusiastn, be ‘ore which 
all Loodieiun policy has melted into fer- 
vent activity. Tbe truth must be that the 
New York population did not believe iu 
the strength and unanimity of the douih, 
and that they thought the Union safe, or 
did not care about it. I i an put down 
the names of gentlemen who expressed 
the strongest opinions that the Govern- 
ment of the United States had no power to 
coerce the South, aud who have since put 
down their name* and their money to sup- 
port the Government ln the attempt to re- 
cover tbe forts which have been taken. 
At to the change of opinion in other quar- 
ters, whieh ha* heon effected so rapidly 
and miraculously that il has the ludicrous 
air of a vulgar juggler’s trick at a fair, the 
public regard it so little that it would be 
unDecomiug to waste a word about It. 

1 expressed a belief in my first letter, 
written a few days after my arrival, that 
the South would never go back into the 
Union. The North thinks that it can co- 
erce tbe South, aud I am uot prepared to 
eay they are right or wrong : but I am con- 
vinced that tne South can only be forced 
back by such a conquest as that wiiioh laid 
Poland prostrate at the feet of Russia. 
It may be that such a conquest can be 
made by the North, but success must de- 
stroy the Union as it has bem constituted 
in times past. A strong government must 
be the logical consequeuce of victory, and 
the triumph of the South will be attended 
by a similar result, for which indeed many 
Southerners are very well disposed. To 
the people of the Confederate Slates there 
would be no terror in su h an lotue, for it 
appears to me they are pining for a slroDg 
government exceedingly. 

The North must accept It, whether they 
like it or not. Neither party, if such a 
term can be applied to the rest of tbe Uni- 
ted States and to those States which dis- 
dain the authority of the Federal Govern- 
ment, was prepared for the aggressive or 
resisting power of the other. Already tbe 
Confederate Suites perceiTe that they can- 
not carry all before them with a rush, 
while the North have learned that they 
must put forth all their strength to make 
food s tithe of their lately uttered threats. 
Bnt the Montgomery Government are now, 
say, anxious lo gain time, ami to prepare a 
regular army. The North, distracted by 
apprehension* of vast disturbances iu its 
romplicated relation*, is clamoring for in- 
stant action and speedy consummation. 
The counsels of tbe moderate men, as they 
were called, have been utterly overruled.

Mikeer— A Man Assassinated 
in His Own Hoisr.. — A diabolical and 
cold-blooded murder was perpetrated in 
South Memphis on Monday night. A 
young man Darned F.ugene Segier was 
found dead in hi* bed yesterday morning, 
nnd a bullet hole in his breast revealed the 
method by which he had been deprived of 
life. Il appears that Segier was barkeeper 
for Paul Schuster, in a valoon near the 
Miasirsippi and Teuuussee Railroad Depot, 
and that lie had received into the house a 
woman named Margaret Watson and her 
little sou. During tbe night a neighbor 
heard s shot fired, and saw several men 
running Irom the plare. He thought no 
more ol the matter, hearing no alarm, and 
retired to reet. Iu the morning, as before 
stated, the barkeeper wa* found ueltering 
in hia blood. 

Marks of the Mood near the door indi 
cated that he had either ntood in the door- 
way, or was iu the act of leaving it, whi n 
he received th® final shot and his step- 
thronghnut the house could lie plainly 
traced by Ihe life-current that gushed from 
his wound. The foot-reps of the woman 
and her child were imprinted in the blood, 
aed at first it was supposed that she had 
committed th* deed. 8he wa* arrested, 
but an Investigation of the matter before 
Esquire Dickinson led to her discharge. 
Who were the assassins is unknown. 1 li* 
woman says Sciger went to the door -nd 
returned shortly' after, exclaiming “ I am 
killed !” A saai of money was found up- 
on her person, but it could not be Identi- 
fied a* belonging to the deceased, and the 
whole affair is wrapped in mystery.—
